excess of $90 a barrel could 
translate into higher costs for 
Aruba’s airline partners who 
would then pass this on to their 
passengers. 

The AHATA CEO said that 
consumer confidence was still 
low in our major North Amer¬ 
ican and European markets but 
opportunities for growth did 
exist in Brazil, Argentina, 
Colombia and other Latin 
American countries, which ap¬ 
pear to have suffered less from 
the global financial situation. 
“Because of the weakness in 
our primary markets, busi¬ 
nesses on Aruba that rely on 
tourism may find it difficult to 
charge higher prices; this is a 
particular concern when the 
cost of doing business contin¬ 
ues to rise.” 

Given these challenges, Mr. 
Hepple welcomed the fact that 
a new “independent” Aruba 
Tourism Authority would be 
coming into existence early in 
2011, with an enhanced mar¬ 
keting budget, new manage¬ 
ment, and a joint public/private 
Board to guide its marketing 
efforts. The CEO said that this 
new initiative would go a long 
way towards making Aruba 
more competitive and achiev¬ 
ing its primary goal of growing 
revenues from tourism.

ORANJESTAD - President 
and CEO of the Aruba Hotel 
and Tourism Association 
(AHATA) James Hepple, re¬ 
ported to island media that 
2011 had all the makings of 
another challenging year for 
Aruba’s tourism industry dur¬ 
ing a press conference at their 
Oranjestad headquarters yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

“The final numbers are not 


yet in for 2010” explained 
Mr. Hepple, “but so far, the 
year has shown some modest 
improvement over 2009, 
which had been one of the 
worst years in memory for the 
tourism sector. Over all, 
overnight visitors to Aruba 
are up almost 2%; average 
room occupancies were 
higher than the previous year. 
However, there had been no 
improvement in the average 
price achieved for the sale of 
each room night as hotels 
continued to struggle with 
consumers’ demands for dis¬ 
counted prices. Visitors have 
also cut back across the board 
regarding many tourism re¬ 
lated businesses. The island’s 
tourism industry as a whole 
has taken note that visitors 
were spending less than in pre¬ 
vious years.” 

Forecasts for the high sea¬ 
son (December to April) were 
reasonably positive, although 
the loss of air seats out of the 
United States together with 
higher air fares could dampen 
demand. Island tourism enti¬ 
ties are concerned that the

New Queensland town US report: Freedom in decline 
braces for floods worldwide 


BRISBANE, Australia (AFP) - 
Anxious residents of the latest 
Queensland town to face surg¬ 
ing flood waters early today 
were watching local river de¬ 
fences, as Brisbane began to 
clean-up after the deluge 
which ripped through the city. 

Goondiwindi, a town of 
6,000 west of Brisbane, braced 
for flood waters to test river 
levees, with the Macintyre 
River expected to reach record 
levels early this morning. 

In its latest flood warning 
the Bureau of Meteorology up¬ 
graded the threat to the town, 
saying waters will rise above 
the record 1996 peak of 10.6 
meters on this morning. 

The warning prompted the 
precautionary evacuation of 
hospitals and nursing homes, 
but Goondiwindi mayor 
Graeme Scheu said he was 
confident the town's flood lev¬ 
ees would hold. 

The clean-up was already 
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under way in Brisbane, Aus¬ 
tralia's third-largest city, after 
water tore through the city , 
killing a 24-year-old man, sub¬ 
merging whole suburbs and 
turning property and infra¬ 
structure into debris. 

Although the deluge failed 
to rise as high as predicted, at 
least 30,000 properties were 
swamped by muddy floodwa- 
ters, prompting Queensland's 
state premier Anna Bligh to de¬ 
scribe the scene as a "war 
zone". 

The same weather system 
which has brought destruction 
to Queensland was set to 
sweep south bringing heavy 
rain and powerful gusts of 
wind to Victoria state, accord¬ 
ing to a State Emergency Serv¬ 
ice warning. 

Floodwaters blamed on the 
La Nina weather phenomenon 
have turned an area twice the 
size of Texas into a disaster 
zone, crippling coal exports 
and tourism in the "Sunshine 
State" famous for the Great 
Barrier Reef. 


Europeans 
warn nationals 
to avoid Tunisia 


BERLIN, Germany (AFP) - 
European countries began 
warning their citizens yester¬ 
day not to visit Tunisia amid 
increasing concern about 
deadly protests shaking the 
popular north African holiday 
destination. 

German Foreign Minister 
Guido Westerwelle said senior 
European Union diplomats 
would be meeting today at 
Berlin's suggestion to discuss 
the situation, as he called for 
an end to attacks on demon¬ 
strators. 

He advised Germans to put 
off any non-essential trips to 
Tunisia, echoing similar calls 
made Thursday by the Nether¬ 
lands and Portugal. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Global freedom declined for a 
fifth straight year in 2010 as 
authoritarian regimes dug in 
worldwide and crime and un¬ 
rest plagued democracies like 
Mexico, a US watchdog said 
yesterday. 

In "Freedom in the World 
2011" the Washington-based 
Freedom House said it had 
documented the longest con¬ 
tinuous period of decline since 
it began compiling the annual 
index nearly 40 years ago. 

"A total of 25 countries 
showed significant declines in 
2010, more than double the 11 
countries exhibiting notewor¬ 
thy gains," the group said. 

"Authoritarian regimes like 
those in China, Egypt, Iran, 
Russia, and Venezuela conti¬ 
nued to step up repressive 
measures with little significant 
resistance from the democratic 
world," it said. 

The report classifies coun¬ 
tries as free, partly free or not 


free based on individuals' abi¬ 
lity to exercise political and 
civil rights, taking into account 
political systems and other fac¬ 
tors like war and crime. 

Mexico, which along with 
the Ukraine, Djibouti and 
Ethiopia saw its status decline, 
moved from free to partly free 
"as a result of the government's 
inability to stem the tide of vi¬ 
olence by drug-trafficking 
groups," it said. 

More than 30,000 people 
have been killed in drug-re¬ 
lated violence in Mexico since 
2006, when the newly-elected 
President Felipe Calderon 
launched a massive crackdown 
on drug cartels. 

The Ukraine's demotion, 
also from free to partly free, 
owed to "deteriorating levels 
of press freedom, instances of 
election fraud and growing 
politicization of the judiciary," 
the Freedom House report 
said. 

The Middle East and North 


Africa continued to lead the 
world in lack of freedom fol¬ 
lowing a "multi-year decline 
from an already-low demo¬ 
cratic baseline," the group said. 

"This should be a wake-up 
call for all of the world's 
democracies," said Freedom 
House director David Kramer, 
who served as assistant secre¬ 
tary of state for democracy and 
human rights under former 
president George W. Bush. 

"Our adversaries are not 
just engaging in widespread re¬ 
pression, they are doing so 
with unprecedented aggres¬ 
siveness and self-confidence, 
and the democratic community 
is not rising to the challenge." 

The number of countries 
designated as free in 2010 
stands at 87, two fewer than 
the previous year, and repre¬ 
sents 45 percent of the world’s 
194 countries and 43 percent 
of its population, according to 
the index.

Radical Changes Needed to Rescue 
Public Transport System (Arubus) 


according to Deloitte’s accounting firm 



ORANJESTAD — Minister 
Otmar Oduber, who also has 
public transport in his portfo¬ 
lio, has on more than one occa¬ 
sion expressed that the Arubus 
Company is practically bank¬ 
rupt. Were it not for govern¬ 
ment subsidy the company 
should have closed its doors a 
long time ago. 

It was clear from reports 
submitted in 2007 and by 
PriceWaterHouse&Coopers in 
2008. 

The 2008 report by Price¬ 
WaterHouse&Coopers showed 
that the situation would con¬ 
tinue to deteriorate further in 
2009 and in 2010. They of¬ 
fered several options that the 
company could take to im¬ 
prove the ailing financial situ¬ 
ation of Ambus. But, 
regrettably, the previous mi¬ 
nister of transport nor the pre¬ 
vious Supervisory Board of 
Ambus gave no attention to the 
situation, despite several corre¬ 
spondence from the manage¬ 
ment concerning their 
concerns. 

As a result of not taking any 
action to remedy the situation, 
the company’s finance[al situ¬ 
ation worsened and since July 
2009 Ambus was unable to 
make payments to none other 
than their BBO payments and 
the social dues. Notwithstand¬ 
ing that the introduction of the 
BBO (form of sales tax) in 
2007 had a negative effect on 
the company. The BBO cre¬ 
ated additional expenses of 
142.000 florins per year, while 
other costs also increased to 
the tune of between 3 and 6%. 
The increase of gasoline prices 
in 2008 was yet another cause 
for the deterioration of Ambus. 

Another factor which 
played a major role in the de¬ 
terioration was the increase of 
salaries which reached a total 
of 35.6% within a span of 10 


years. 

At the onset of the change 
of government, Oduber, made 
the decision to attend to the 
Ambus situation immediately 
to research the possibility to 
rescue Ambus and turn it into 
a solvent company. Together 
with a new supervisory board 
they set out to devise a plan to 
restructure the company. In 
this context they came to an 
agreement that there would be 
no more hiring and no salary 
adjustments for the next three 
years. Currently they are im¬ 
plementing the recommenda¬ 
tions which surfaced from the 
quick scan which took place in 
Ambus recently. 

Efforts are being made to 
improve the company’s effi-

ciency and to reduce employee 
costs as well as do a restructur¬ 
ing of the company.

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BlackBerry announces answer 
to India security fear 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
Canadian maker of Black- 
Berry said Thursday it had 
found a way out of an ongo¬ 
ing standoff in India over al¬ 
lowing security agencies 
access to the smartphone's 
encrypted messaging service. 

However, the solution did 
not include providing access 
to corporate e-mail services, 
Research In Motion (RIM) 
said in a statement. 

India had given RIM until 
January 31 to come up with a 
solution that would permit its 
intelligence agencies to mon¬ 
itor encrypted data — amid 
concerns in New Delhi that 
militants may use the serv¬ 
ices to plan and carry out at¬ 
tacks. 

In its statement, RIM said 
its revised access capability 
"meets the standard required 
by the government of India 
for all consumer messaging 
services". 

Indian agencies will now 
be able to monitor the Black- 
Berry's messenger and public 
email services, but not corpo¬ 
rate emails, the statement 
added. 

RIM's representatives 
have met home and telecom¬ 
munications ministry offi¬ 
cials repeatedly in an effort to 



end a three-year deadlock 
over the issue. 

Banning the service would 
create disruption for India's 
corporations, which widely 
use the BlackBerry. The 
smartphone has 1.1 million 
users in India, including 
many non-corporate clients. 

Ministry officials in New 
Delhi were not available to 
comment on the RIM an¬ 
nouncement. 

India's minister of state for 
communications Sachin Pilot 
had told parliament last 
month that no answer to the 


German firm develops Internet 
eraser for photos 


BERLIN (AFP) - A German 
firm is poised to launch soft¬ 
ware allowing users to have 
photos uploaded to websites 
such as Facebook, My Space 
and Flickr erased automati¬ 
cally after a certain time, its 
head said Wednesday. 

The software should pre¬ 
vent the increasingly frequent 
occurrence of someone being 
refused a job or running into 
other embarrassing difficul¬ 
ties after posting a photo that 
maybe should have been kept 
private. 

Before the user posts the 
photo, he or she drags it into 
the programme which assigns 
it an electronic key that is 
valid for a limited time pe¬ 


riod, said Michael Backes, 
founder of X-Pire. 

If someone wishes to view 
that photo later, the server 
checks whether the photo has 
"expired" and blocks it from 
being displayed if its time is up. 

Internet surfers already 
have the power to delete pho¬ 
tos from social networking 
websites like Facebook, but 
"experience shows that they 
don’t get round to it," Backes 
said. 

"Most Facebook users, for 
example, are passive users. 
They go on, they put on a lot 
of private information and al¬ 
most never come back on or 
they forget their password," 
he said.

In October, the United 
Arab Emirates withdrew a 
threatened ban on Blackberry 
services after saying they had 
been brought into compliance 
with the Gulf state's regula¬ 
tory framework, though it did 
not provide details of the 
changes. 

India has also told Google 
and Skype that they must set 
up servers in the country to 
allow law enforcers to screen 
traffic, as the country widens 
its security offensive on In¬ 
ternet communications firms. 

BlackBerry has become a 
global market leader in the 
smartphone sector thanks to 
its heavy encryption, and an¬ 
alysts say any compromise 
with the Indian government 
could damage its popularity 
with its high-profile clientele. 

RIM said Monday it 
would start filtering web 
services in Indonesia after the 
mainly Muslim country 
threatened to restrict or block 
the company's domestic serv¬ 
ices to prevent access to In¬ 
ternet pornography.

record: US 



"The software is not de¬ 
signed for people who under¬ 
stand how to protect their 
data but rather for the huge 
mass of people who want to 
solve the problem at its core 
and not to have to think about 
it any more," added Backes. 

The software will be avail¬ 
able "in the next few days" 
and will cost two euros (2.61 
dollars) per month, he added. 

However, it will not protect 
cautious users against third 
parties downloading their pic¬ 
tures and saving them. 

"When people put photos 
on line, it's so they can be 
seen... our software is not a 
panacea, not absolute protec¬ 
tion " he said. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Last year tied with 2005 as 
the warmest year on record 
for global surface tempera¬ 
ture, US government scien¬ 
tists said in a report on 
Wednesday that offered the 
latest data on climate change. 

The Earth in 2010 experi¬ 
enced temperatures higher 
than the 20th century average 
for the 34th year in a row, the 
National Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration said. 

Overall, 2010 and 2005 
were 1.12 degrees Fahrenheit 
(0.62 Celsius) above the 20th 
century average when taking 
a combination of land and 
water surface temperatures 
across the world, it said. 

Those two years were also 
the highest in temperature 
since record-keeping began 
in 1880. 

"If the warming trend con¬ 
tinues, as is expected, if 
greenhouse gases continue to 
increase, the 2010 record will 
not stand for long," said 
James Hansen, the director of 
NASA's Goddard Institute 
for Space Studies (GISS). 


Russia to reopen space tourism in 2013: company 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
will reopen its Soyuz space 
ships to paying tourists in 2013 
after a hiatus since 2009, the 
US-based company that organ¬ 
ises the trips with Russia's 
space agency said Wednesday. 

From 2013, three space 
tourists per year will be able 
to book seats on Soyuz flights 
to the International Space Sta¬ 


tion (ISS), the Virginia-based 
company, Space Adventures, 
said in a statement. 

The company has signed 
an agreement with the Russ¬ 
ian space agency and Ener- 
gia, the state-owned 
company that designs the 
Soyuz capsule, to offer the 
commercial flights, it said. 

It quoted the president of 


Energia, Vitaly Lopota, as say¬ 
ing that: "We are very pleased 
to continue space tourism." 

Flights will become possi¬ 
ble in 2013 when Russia 
plans to raise its production 
of Soyuz capsules from four 
to five per year, the company 
said, in a move that will 
allow it to increase the num¬ 
ber of flights to five per year. 


The last space tourist was 
the Canadian Guy Laliberte, 
the billionaire founder of 
Cirque du Soleil, who re¬ 
turned to Earth in October 
2009 after an 11-day flight. 

The first space tourist, 
Denis Tito, travelled to the 
ISS in 2001. All together, 
seven space tourists have 
taken part in missions. 


Last year was the wettest 
on record, NOAA said citing 
Global Historical Climatol¬ 
ogy Network which made the 
calculation based on global 
average precipitation, even 
though regional patterns var¬ 
ied widely. 

When it came to hurri¬ 
canes and storms, the Pacific 
Ocean saw the fewest num¬ 
ber of hurricanes and named 
storms, three and seven re¬ 
spectively, since the 1960s. 

But the Atlantic Ocean 
told a different story, with 12 
hurricanes and 19 named 
storms, which include tropi¬ 
cal storms and depressions, 
marking the second highest 
number of hurricanes on 
record and third highest for 
storms. 

The analysis also tracked 
weather changes that con¬ 
tributed to massive floods in 
Pakistan and a heat wave in 
Russia, saying an "unusually 
strong jet stream" from June 
to August was to blame. 

"The jet stream remained 
locked in place for weeks, 
bringing an unprecedented 
two-month heat wave to Rus¬ 
sia and contributing to devas¬ 
tating floods in Pakistan at 
the end of July," it said. 

Expert Bob Ward at the 
Grantham Research Institute 
on Climate Change and the 
Environment at London 
School of Economics and Po¬ 
litical Science said the US 
data shows proof of climate 
change. 

"These new figures show 
unequivocally that the Earth 
is warming and its tempera¬ 
ture is at record levels," Ward 
said. 

Last year's data "also 
showed that the amount of 
carbon dioxide in the atmos¬ 
phere had reached 390 parts 
per million, its highest level 
for at least 800,000 years and 
almost 40 per cent higher 
than the level before the start 
of the Industrial Revolution 
when humans started to burn 
fossil fuels in increasing 
amounts," he said. 

"The evidence is over¬ 
whelming that human activi¬ 
ties are driving climate 
change." 
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WHO launches plan to halt malaria 
drug resistance 


Malaria 

A curable mlecton caused by a parasite, 
transmitted by mosquitos from person to person 



GENEVA,Switzerland (AFP) 
- The World Health Organisa¬ 
tion this week launched a 
global plan to halt the spread 
of resistance to artemisinin, a 


key compound of new malaria 
drugs, warning that not acting 
would be '’catastrophic.” 

"It is no exaggeration for 
me to say that the conse¬ 
quences of widespread resist¬ 
ance to artemisinins would be 
catastrophic,” said Margaret 
Chan, director-general of the 
UN health agency. 

Resistance has emerged in 
areas on the Cambodia-Thai- 
land border, while a spread to 
other areas in Cambodia, 
Myanmar, Thailand and Viet¬ 
nam is suspected. 

In its new action plan, the 
WHO said more than 175 mil¬ 
lion dollars in funding would 


b e 

required for research and to 
contain the resistance in these 
areas. 

It also urged countries to 
step up surveillance of drug 
resistance, saying that in 2010, 
less than half — 31 of 75 — of 
countries, were routinely con¬ 
ducting tests on the efficacy of 
malaria drugs. 

"The emergence of 
artemisinin resistance has 
been a wake-up call. It gives 
us another compelling reason 
to step up existing control 
measures with the greatest 
sense of urgency,” said Chan. 


Australia steels for disease surge 
after floods 



BRISBANE, Australia (AFP) 
- Australian medical officials 
braced this week for rampant 
disease in the country's 
swamped northeast, with filthy 
floodwatersharbouring 
sewage, dead animals and dan¬ 
gerous debris. 

Dozens of towns have been 
inundated including large areas 
of Brisbane, Australia's third- 
largest city, in flooding across 
an area twice the size of Texas, 
or France and Germany com¬ 
bined. 

More than 100,000 Bris¬ 
bane homes were without 
power and fresh water supplies 
had been cut or compromised 
in some areas, while raw 
sewage spilled into waterways 
from submerged homes across 
the state of Queensland. 

"We anticipate the number 
of patients with infections to 
swell as food, water and sani¬ 
tation continue to be compro¬ 
mised,” the Australian Medical 
Association (AMA) warned. 

"Infections may vary from 
ingestion varieties including 
gastroenteritis and parasitic in¬ 
festations causing vomiting, 
diarrhoea, and abdominal 
pains to systemic infections.” 

Mosquito-borne diseases 
were also expected to surge as 
the insects multiply in the stag¬ 
nant waters, and any cut ex¬ 
posed to the murky watert 
should be treated with antisep¬ 
tic and closely monitored, 
AMA Queensland president 
Gino Pecoraro said. 

"People should avoid wad¬ 
ing in even shallow water as it 
may be contaminated. If you 
must enter shallow floodwa- 
ters wear solid boots for pro¬ 
tection,” Pecoraro said, urging 
people to seek medical advice 
and a tetanus shot for more se¬ 


rious injuries. 

Food spoiled due to the 
widespread power cuts was an¬ 
other crucial health risk, and 
Pecoraro said it was also vital 
to acknowledge the psycholog¬ 
ical trauma brought by the dis¬ 
aster and seek help. 


"This catastrophic event 
will impact our health sys¬ 
tem for many months and 
potentially years to come,” 
he said. 

"We anticipate the mount¬ 
ing pressure on local hospitals 
will be overwhelming.” 
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US cancer costs to leap 
by 2020 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Over the next 10 years, the 
cost of treating cancer in the 
United States is expected to 
leap 27 percent, in part be¬ 
cause of the growing popula¬ 
tion of elderly Americans, said 
a US study released. 

The changes are anticipated 
even though cancer incidence 
has been on the decline be¬ 
cause of earlier diagnoses and 
improved survival rates among 
cancer patients, said the study 
in the Journal of the National 
Cancer Institute. 

Medical expenditures on 
cancer will reach 158 billion 
dollars in 2020, a boost of 27 
percent over 2010, and could 
go as high as 207 billion if 
treatment costs continue to 
rise, said the research by the 
government's National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health. 

"The rising costs of cancer 
care illustrate how important it 
is for us to advance the science 
of cancer prevention and treat¬ 
ment to ensure that we're using 
the most effective ap¬ 
proaches,” said Robert Croyle, 
director of Cancer Control and 
Population Sciences at the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute. 

"This is especially impor¬ 
tant for elderly cancer patients 
with other complex health 
problems.” 

Since cancer tends to affect 


more people over age 65, a 
growth in that sector of the 
population is a major reason 
why costs are anticipated to 
rise. 

The number of elderly peo¬ 
ple in the United States is fore¬ 
cast to go from 40 million in 
2009 to 70 million in 2030, the 
researchers said. 

But the costs of caring for 
cancer have also risen in com¬ 
bination with medical break¬ 
throughs that keep people alive 
for longer periods. 

"If cancer incidence and 
survival rates remain stable, 
the number of cancer survivors 
in 2020 will increase by 31 
percent, to about 18.1 million,” 
said the study which appears in 
the Journal of the National 
Cancer Institute. 

Fast year, cancer costs to¬ 
taled 127.6 billion dollars, said 
the study. 

The highest costs were as¬ 
sociated with breast cancer at 
16.5 billion dollars), followed 
by colorectal cancer at 14 bil¬ 
lion dollars, then lymphoma, 
lung cancer and prostate can¬ 
cer each costing 12 billion dol¬ 
lars annually. 

Every year about half a mil¬ 
lion people in the United States 
die of cancer, which causes 
one in four deaths and is the 
second leading cause of death 
after heart disease.

US jobless claims rise more than 
expected 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - New 
US claims for unemployment 
benefits rose more than ex¬ 
pected last week, up 35,000 
from the week before, labor 
department figures showed. 

Jobless claims rose substan¬ 


tially to 445,000 in the week 
ending January 8. Economists 
had expected claims to hit just 
415,000. 

Claims rose in Georgia, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, New 
York and Wisconsin. 


Spanish bond sale eases bailout 


fears 


MADRID (AFP) - A success¬ 
ful Spanish bond sale eased 
market fears of an emergency 
bailout that would rock the en¬ 
tire eurozone, but analysts 
warned it did not signal an end 
to the country's debt woes. 

Spain proved it can tap the 
financial markets for money, 
selling its maximum target of 
3.0 billion euros ($3.9 billion) 
in five-year bonds with de¬ 
mand outstripping supply by 
two-to-one. 


The Treasury forked out an 
average interest rate of 4.542 
percent to lure investors, a 
competitive rate when com¬ 
pared to this week’s market 
close of 4.767 percent. 

Nevertheless, it was sharply 
up from the 3.576 percent 
Spain paid at the last year five- 
year bond auction on Novem¬ 
ber 4, a few weeks before 
debt-stricken Ireland was 
forced to seek an EU-Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund bailout. 


BlackBerry amouices answer 
to India security fear 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - 
The Canadian maker of Black- 
Berry said it had found a way 
out of an ongoing standoff in 
India over allowing security 
agencies access to the smart¬ 
phone's encrypted messaging 
service. 

However, the solution did 
not include providing access to 
corporate e-mail services, Re¬ 
search In Motion (RIM) said in 
a statement. 

India had given RIM until 
January 31 to come up with a 
solution that would permit its 
intelligence agencies to moni¬ 
tor encrypted data — amid con¬ 
cerns in New Delhi that 
militants may use the services 
to plan and carry out attacks.

In its statement, RIM said 
its revised access capability 
"meets the standard required 
by the government of India for 
all consumer messaging serv¬ 
ices". 

Indian agencies will now be 
able to monitor the Black- 
Berry's messenger and public 
email services, but not corpo¬ 
rate emails, the statement 
added. 

RIM's representatives have 
met home and telecommunica¬ 
tions ministry officials repeat¬ 
edly in an effort to end a 
three-year deadlock over the 
issue. 

Banning the service would 
create disruption for India's 
corporations, which widely use 
the BlackBerry. The smart¬ 
phone has 1.1 million users in 
India, including many non-cor- 
porate clients. 

Ministry officials in New 
Delhi were not available to 
comment on the RIM an¬ 
nouncement. The January 31 
date was the third time that the 
government has extended the 
deadline for BlackBerry to 
meet its requirements. 


France to act with Germany for euro 



LONDON (AFP) - France and 
Germany are ready "to do 
everything, absolutely every¬ 
thing" to ensure the stability of 
the eurozone, French Prime 
Minister Francois Fillon said 
in a speech in London. 

"Of this there must never be 
any doubt: euro area states, 
and especially France and Ger¬ 
many, are ready to do every¬ 
thing, absolutely everything, to 
ensure the euro area's stabil¬ 
ity," Fillon told business lead¬ 
ers. 

He was speaking at the start 
of his first official visit to 
Britain since he became prime 
minister in 2007, during which 
he will hold talks with Prime 
Minister David Cameron and 


Deputy Prime Minister Nick 
Clegg. 

Fillon added: "The euro 
area is Europe's monetary 
heart, and no one should have 
any doubt about the determi¬ 
nation of the whole European 
Union to safeguard it. It's an 
absolute political and eco¬ 
nomic priority." 

His comments come amid 
investor unease that the debt 
crisis that forced multi-billion- 
euro bailouts of Greece and 
Ireland last year could spread 
to Portugal, and possibly even 
to bigger economies such as 
Spain, Belgium and Italy. 

After pulling off a success¬ 
ful bond sale this week worth 
1.25 billion euros (1.6 billion 
dollars), Portugal said it had 
passed a key test of its credit 
standing on the international 
markets. 

But analysts were cautious, 
arguing that a bailout remains 
a real possibility. 

Spain succeeded on in 
reaching its maximum 3.0-bil- 
lion-euro target in a five-year 


bond sale, although it paid 
sharply higher rates than in the 
last such auction in November. 

In an interview with The 
Times newspaper ahead of his 
one-day visit, Fillon said he 
would be urging Cameron to 
back deeper European integra¬ 
tion to save the euro or risk 
disaster in his own economy if 
the currency fails. "I want to 
tell you that, throughout this 
crisis, the British authorities 
have been solid partners, re¬ 
specting our differences," he 
said. 

He added that Britain "has 
played her part in the joint ef¬ 
fort, agreeing to a limited revi¬ 
sion of the Treaty and 
contributing to the recent 
emergency plans — I’m think¬ 
ing particularly of Ireland." 

Although Britain has not 
adopted the single European 
currency, it is a major contrib¬ 
utor to the International Mon¬ 
etary Fund-European Union 
bailout of debt-wracked Ire¬ 
land, which is a eurozone 
member. 


Norway slashes oil reserve estimates 


OSLO (AFP) - Norway, one of 
the world's leading exporters 
of oil and gas, slashed its oil 
reserve estimates after disap¬ 
pointing drilling results, while 
production dropped 10 percent 
in 2010 on a yearly basis. 

The estimated undiscovered 
— or unproven — reserves have 
fallen 21 percent from 3.3 to 
2.6 billion standard cubic me¬ 
tres of oil equivalent, or from 
20.8 billion barrels of oil 
equivalent (boe) to 16.4 billion 
boe, compared with 2006, the 
Norwegian Petroleum Direc¬ 
torate (NPD) said in its annual 
review. 

Proven reserves have mean¬ 
while slumped from 5.2 to 4.8 
billion standard cubic metres 
of oil equivalent, it added. 

"Production is declining in 
spite of vigorous (prospecting) 
activity. Not enough new re¬ 
serves are found to offset cur¬ 
rent oil and gas production," 
the NPD said. 

The NPD said that the dis¬ 
covery of proven reserves 
holding some 400 million stan¬ 
dard cubic metres of oil equiv¬ 
alent over the past five years 
had contributed to the down¬ 
ward revision. 

But the drop is also linked 
to "disappointing drilling re-

suits" in deep-water areas of 
the Norwegian Sea considered 
to be representative of the 
Scandinavian country's conti¬ 
nental shelf reserves, it said. 

Norway's reserve estimates 
do not include potential fields 
around its Arctic Jan Mayen is¬ 
land, where prospecting has 
yet to be approved, nor a Bar¬ 
ents Sea section handed to 
Norway in a maritime border 
agreement with Russia last 
year that is awaiting parlia¬ 
mentary ratification in both 
countries. The latter especially 
is believed to hold vast oil and 
gas reserves. 

Norway's actual oil produc¬ 
tion is also on a downward 
slope, the directorate's figures 
showed. 

Last year, the country 
pumped up an average of 1.8 
million barrels per day, down 


10 percent from 2009, the 
NPD said. 

NPD chief Bente Nyland on 
called on oil companies to de¬ 
velop new technologies to 
allow them to increase their re¬ 
source recovery rate from oil 
and gas fields from today's 
level of below 50 percent. 

Norwegian oil companies 
would invest a record 150 bil¬ 
lion kroner (nearly 20 billion 
euros, 25 billion dollars) this 
year, Nyland said. 

Norway's output of natural 
gas will offset the decline in oil 
production, accounting for 51 
percent of sales in the sector by 
2015 from 46 percent last year, 
the NPD said.

There is a question that needs 
to be answered: Is there an 
Aruban gene for dancing ? 
This is serious. 

The littlest ones dance be¬ 
fore they walk. As soon as they 
can stand, their arms and legs 
are moving to the music. The 
oldest are the oldest because 
they have been dancing all 
their lives. 

Migrations of humans 
move across borders such as in 
Europe, Asia and Africa and 
bring with them their own 
characteristics. That doesn't 
mean they can dance. They can 
stomp and clop and shake and 
wiggle. 

But is that dancing? No, it 
is just imitative. 

Aruba has no borders, being 
just a speck in the sea on the 
map of the world. When the 
merengue, which originatedin 
Santo Domingo, as the country 
was called then, it was and still 
is an elegant, floor-sweeping 
ballroom dance. 

When it became popular in 
the United States in the 70's it 
was taught as the pulsing, 
jumping double-time dance. 
American tourists dancing 
"their" version here to familiar 
music watched Arubans float¬ 
ing around the floor. They left 
the dance floor in droves, 
ogled openly and applauded 
mightily. 

When the refinery opened 
in the late 1920's, the Ameri¬ 
cans brought in workers from 
the British 

West Indies because they 
spoke English. 5 minutes later, 
the Arubans spoke English; the 
American kind and the West 
Indian version as well. The is¬ 
landers brought calypso with 
them which appealed greatly 
to the locals not only for the 
music and the movements but 
also to the Aruban sense of 
humor. English lyrics were 
soon added to by waves of Pa- 
piamento "stories" and politi¬ 
cal comments. The dance gene 
again took over and made it

When the Americana hotel 
(now the Occidental Grand) 
opened, the first group they 
brought in for the nightclub 
was a calypso band. On open¬

lypso was. After a few tunes, 
he asked if anyone would like 
to dance. A mob 

of Arubans got up, 
swarmed the floor and stunned 
the leader who stood mouth 
agape, staring. He then asked 
if anyone would like to sing; 
an Aruban took the floor and 
the mike and instructed the 
band to play a certain tune 


much to the delight of the au¬ 
dience. 

The late, great and still 
lamented Mario Albus was the 
epitome of the Aruban dancer. 
Whenever he appeared at a 

party or at a dance venue, 
wives and girlfriend left their 
husbands and boy friends to 
dance with Mario. He ap¬ 
peared at a tourism trade show 
in Boston representing Aruba 
and drew crowds whenever he 
danced. Other islands repre¬ 
sentatives asked him to dance 
for them to their music; he 
could do it all. Arubans waited 
breathlessly for his appearance 
in the Grand Camaval Parade; 
his elaborate award-winning 
road piece was more than fab¬ 
ulous and despite its size he 
danced eloquently. He is still 
missed. 

And then Oslin met Janice 
and their magic created the 
Salsa/Pachanga school to teach 
salsa and other Latin dances.

Russian spy Anna Chapman 
to host TV show 



MOSCOW, Russia (AFP) - 
The red-headed Russian spy 
Anna Chapman will add to her 
colourful portfolio by present¬ 
ing a weekly television show 
about mysterious phenomena, 
a television channel spokes¬ 
woman said. 

Chapman will host a 
weekly show called "Secrets of 
the World with Anna Chap¬ 
man" on Ren TV, a channel 
known for its independent po¬ 
litical reporting, a spokesman 
for the channel, Marina Volod¬ 
ina, told AFP. 

The show will be experi¬ 
mental and will investigate the 
"most mysterious phenomena 
of the modern world," Volod¬ 
ina said, but added that the 
channel would not reveal any 
details until the first show airs 
on January 21. 

Since being extradited from 
the United States in a high-pro¬ 
file spy swap in July last year, 
Chapman has made attention- 
grabbing public appearances, 
posing in underwear for a 
men's magazine and waving 
off Russian cosmonauts. 

In December she gave her 
first television interview to 
state-owned Channel One tel¬ 
evision, appearing on a popu¬ 
lar talk show along with her 
mother and sister, although she 
declined to speak about her es¬ 
pionage activities. 

She also acted in a comedy 
spoof of a famous Soviet spy 


series that was aired on New 
Year's Eve on the same chan¬ 
nel, where she played the role 
of the companion of an under¬ 
cover Soviet spy in Germany 
during World War II. 

Ren TV is majority owned 
by National Media Group, 
which also controls the pro- 
Kremlin Izvestia newspaper, 
but its news coverage is loiown 
for giving air time to opposi¬ 
tion figures not shown on state 
channels. 

In December Chapman 
joined pro-Kremlin youth 
group Molodaya Gvardiya, or 
Young Guard, becoming a fig¬ 
urehead for the movement that 
is part of Russia's ruling party 
United Russia, led by Prime 
Minister Vladimir Putin.

Winter World Cup in Qatar 
raises Olympic quandary 


SYDNEY(AFP) - Two-time 
champion Kim Clijsters will 
play China's Li Na in the 
final of the Sydney Interna¬ 
tional after a marathon three- 
set victory on Thursday. 

Clijsters struggled early 
before storming home in a 
final set tiebreaker to over¬ 
come unseeded Russian Alisa 
Kleybanova, 4-6, 6-3, 7-6 
(7/1) in 2hr 39min. 

The Belgian third seed 
will now take on Li, who ear¬ 
lier wore down Serbian qual¬ 
ifier Bojana Jovanovski 7-6 
(7/5), 6-3 in lhr 40min. 

Clijsters, 27, who won 
here in 2003 and 2007, will 
be bidding for her 41 st career 
singles title in Friday's final, 
while Li is after her fourth 
WTA title. 

"The last match I played 
against Alisa was a tough one 
and I lost to her, so I knew 
today was going to be tough," 
Clijsters said. 

"She's a very unpre¬ 
dictable player. Her game is 
very tough to read and it 
makes it a little bit harder to 
react at the right time every 
time." 


JOHANNESBURG (AFP) -

"Li's always been a tough 
player," Clijsters said. "We in 
a way play a similar type of 
tennis. She also likes to play 
inside of the court, has a good 
backhand, likes to mix it up. 

"We've had some tough 
matches, but also some 
matches that were filled with 
a lot of good tennis."

LAUSANNE (AFP) - FIFA 
said on Thursday that talk of 
dates for the 2022 World Cup 
in Qatar was "speculative," as 
suggestions of holding the 
event in winter raised the 
prospect of a clash with the 
Winter Olympics. 

The president of world 
football's governing body, 
Sepp Blatter, said last week 
that he expected that Qatar's 
cup would be held in the win¬ 
ter, after the emirate was con¬ 
troversially chosen for 2022 
despite its searing summer 
heat. 

While that would repre¬ 
sent a historic shift for the 
world's most popular sports 
event, the idea also brought 
about the possibility for the 
first time of a clash with the 
Winter Olympics, which is 
held in the same year. 

"There had never been any 
reference to a date," a FIFA 
spokesperson told AFP, while 
confirming that Blatter "ex¬ 
pects that Qatar will be a win¬ 
ter World Cup." 

"What he stressed is that 
first the request must be 
made by the organising com¬ 
mittee of Qatar," the 
spokesperson added, insisting 
that talk about more specific 
timing was "speculative" for 
now. 

Blatter has said the issue 
could be discussed at a FIFA 
executive committee meeting 
in March. 

"Given that both the IOC 
(International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee) and FIFA distribute 


revenues across the global 
sport industry, there is a need 
to ensure that a winter world 
cup does not negatively im¬ 
pact on the ability to generate 
revenues," said Geoff Wal¬ 
ters, of the Birbeck Sports 
Business Centre at London 
University. 

While it was bidding, 
Qatar outlined high tech and 
innovative plans for cooled 
stadiums for the World Cup. 
Its organisers showed little 
sign of preparing to stage the 
event in the cooler winter cli¬ 
mate in the Gulf. 

So far, the Winter 
Olympics, which are staged 
every four years, have been 
held in the northern hemi¬ 
sphere during the coldest or 
most snowbound period 
around February. The Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
will choose a host for 2022 in 
four years' time. 

"If it was decided that the 
World Cup will take place in 
the winter months of 2022 
then FIFA will have to work 
with the IOC in order to 
avoid a clash," Walters ex¬ 
plained. 

"There are a number of 
key stakeholders that such a 
clash could impact on, in¬ 
cluding the broadcasters and 
sponsors." 

Any impact on TV audi¬ 
ences would make them "less 
inclined to pay the substantial 
sums involved in televising 
and being associated with the 
events leading to a reduction 
in revenue," he added.

BERLIN (AFP) - Dutch mid¬

"I am pleased to be able to 
contribute in some way to 
help bring it to the attention 
of the world and raise some 
money for the victims in the 
process," Nadal said. 

Hewitt, Australia's two- 
time Grand Slam champion, 
said it was time for the tennis 
community to do their bit for 
those affected. 

"As an Australian I cannot 
help but be touched by such 
an awful turn of events. It is 
a disaster on a massive 
scale," Hewitt said.
